This sum 
was increased last night by a $60,000 investment which, however, 
was not reported to headquarters in time to be recorded to-day. 
Including the investment of the city the total subscription up to 
last night amounted to $361,000.

As a contrast to the many pessimistic articles 
that have appeared relative to post-war condi¬ 
tions in England, it is refreshing to observe the 
conclusions given by Mr. Charles H. Grasty, of 
the editorial staff of the New York Times, in a 
recent letter to his paper after > a visit to Eng¬ 
land. Mr. Grasty has gone to Europe to get below 
the surface of things and in England he appears 
to have got very near to the country’s heart beat. 
He writes of conditions there as follows: 

“One sees in England an improvement as com¬ 
pared to four months ago that is unmistakable. 
The whole atmosphere is different. Difficulties 
that were there then are still there, but the 
temper is changed. The failure of the recent 
strike, not so much because of the outcome, but 
because the way the people acted, has had a pro¬ 
found effect on the public morals. Good British 
horse sense has redemonstrated itself. 

“England is not going to be run away kritb 
by any element. She is doing business at the old 
stand. Sacrifices and readjustments will go on 
for many a year, but there will be no breakdown 
or upsets. 

“The working out of all after-war problems 
is looked forward to confidently, although there 
is the usual criticism which accompanies this pro¬ 
cess in England. The people—or that part of 
them which assumes responsibility—have Ret 
their teeth for the task. The sacrifice and self- 
denial involved have been discounted and will 
cause no throes.

Floating Debt. 

London, Oct 29.—The floating debt 
of the country on October 26, Mr. 
Chamberlain told the House, amount¬ 
ed to £1,286,000,000. He calculated 
that next year after providing for the 
abnormal aftermath of war expen¬ 
diture there would be a substantial 
balance on the year to go toward 
the reduction of the debt. Describing 
the British loan in the United States, 
Mr. Chamberlain said the effect 
would be that the Government had 
secured the conversion of an external 
debit into an internal debit, which 
was tantamount to placing national 
war bonds with United States in¬ 
vestors at a more favorable rate of 
exchange than was obtainable in the 
open market. 

The Chancellor declared there was 
no financial crisis justifying such a 
disturbing factor as to lead to the 
introduction of a second budget. He 
was opposed to a levey on capital, 
because it would encourage extrava¬ 
gance and hinder the Influx capital, 
if the House decided upon such a 
measure it need not expect him to 
carry it out. he declared. 

Mr. Chamberlain hinted at a re¬ 
vision of railroad rates to make the 
railroads self-supporting. Ordinary 
civilian unemployment doles would 
be terminated on November 21, he 
said, and the bread subsidy ended at 
an early date. 

The Chancellor Indicated that Brit¬

Eight war memorials are to be 
irected to the memory of Canadians 
alien In France. One takes the form 
if a Hall of Records, while the others 
rill be memorials commemorating 
lie fallen. A sum of 9 500,000 had 
»een voted by the Government for 
lie work and It would be consum- 
nated shortly. 

> Major-General Leckle proposed the 
x>ast to the Con#s Commander. He 
referred to the brilliant work accom¬ 
plished by General Currie and his 
ible leadership. General Leckle also 
ipoke of the record of the famous 
»attalion which he took to France, 
ind he felt glad to Ije able once again 
X) preside over one of its functions. 

General Currie dwelt at consider-

11 any duty that was asked of It.

right sat Oeneral Sir Arthur Currie, 
whof wore kilts when he left Victoria 
In August, 1914, to start his climb to 
the pedestal of military fame. On 
the chairman's left was Major-Gen- , 
oral the Hon. 8. C. Mewburn, Min- | 
ister of Militia and Defence, who ar¬ 
rived from the East yesterday and 
was invited to attend the banquet. 
Lieut.-Col. Cy Peck, V.C., M.P., the 
gallant O.C. who brought the 16th 
Battalion back to Canada, was a 
luest of honor. 

8 lxty Originals 

At the Various tables sat about 160 
officers, N.C.O.'a and men who had 
served with the Canadian Scottish 
at various stages during its long war 
service. They expressed -surprise 
when it was announced there were 
About sixty “originals" present. 
About thirty officers and men came 
over from Vancouver to participate 
In the grand reunion. 

Major-General Mewburn, ( although 
not on the toast list, waa called upon 
to speak. Considerable Interest was 
manifested in the Minister's attitude 
towards the reorganisation of the 
Canadian militia. On this point the 
Minister stated that if he had any¬ 
thing to say in the final policy 
Adopted he would urge that the name 
of every unit that served In France 
be perpetuated in the Canadian Mill- 
Ua. In this manner the traditions of 
Canada's gallant army could be 
banded on to the coming generations, 
fhe Minister agreed that no one 
•ranted militarism, but that it was 
wsentlal that there must be some 
niiitary organization in the country- 
“The 50,000 gallant Canadian lives 
tacrlflced on the battlefield must not 
luve been given in vain," stated the 
Minister. “Their deeds must be per¬ 
petuated in the militia of the great 
dominion." 

General Mewburn Intimated that 
be militia would be reorganized along 
lines suggested by the commission 
vhich is now traveling throughout 
Canada soliciting Information as to 
Iho most efficient lines on which to 
levelop the militia.

Women's Institutes Listen to 
Interesting Addresses on 
Various Matters 


At the afternoon session yesterday 
Dr. H. E. Young spoke to the Van¬ 
couver Island conference of Womens 
Institutes on "The Relation of the In¬ 
stitute to Public Health.” Dr. Young 
reminded the conference that women 
could do a great deal In their various 
districts to help spread the religion 
of precautionary methods for the pro¬ 
motion of healih. The best laws that 
man could make might be placed on 
the statute books, but it was a slow 
matter to get the people educated Into 
carrying them out. The Institute 
members could help greatly in pro¬ 
moting matters of public health and 
community well-being. 

Speaking of the character of the 
nurse’ required for rural work and 
public health centres. Dr. Young said 
that the "door-step" nurse, the spe¬ 
cialist, must take second place to the 
all-round nurse who could tell the “ 
mother how to care for her sick child, 
who could help .the expectant mother 
and who could bring into the rural 
home suggestions, practical and sym¬ 
pathetic, for the amelioration of the 
conditions. 

Public Health Centra. 

Dr. Young said: "In the establish¬ 
ment of the public health centres 
which we purpose introducing 
throughout British Columbia we In¬ 
tend to have two or three nurses, 
trained along the line* indicated, prac¬ 
tical, sympathetic, thoroughly im¬ 
bued with the importance of their 
work; women who will visit the peo¬ 
ple with that understanding of hu¬ 
man nature that is brought about by 
a thorough knowledge of her own 
subject, nursing, and a tactful knowl¬ 
edge of how to apply it." 

The speaker said that the public 
health centre should be regarded aa 
a kind of "clearing station” where 
the serious cases might be detected i 
and sent to hospital. Such a health 
centre should become the place where j 
the people of the whole community 
would go for advice in all their 
troubles. As far as the child was con¬ 
cerned it would be up to the nurse, 
when the doctor had sent Jbe school 
boy or girl homo for any Illness, to ^o, 1 
to the parehts and follow the cake up; 
seeing that the physician’s instruc¬ 
tions were carried out. 

"If this system had been In prac¬ 
tice thirty years ago thirty per cent, 
of our men would not have had to be 
rejected as unfit for the army," said 
Dr. Young. 

During the last few years the 
women had advanced to the responsl- ' 
billty of the ballot. The vote was not 
an ornament. It was an instrument 
for enforcing their wishes. Govern¬ 
ments under a Democratic system, 
were Just what ths people made them. 

If certain laws that the women want¬ 
ed placed on the statute books were 
not there then It was the fault of the 
women. 

"If you are going to let the future 
generation show the same percentage 
of defects as were found In the exam¬ 
ination of the Canadian recruits for 
the war then you will have your¬ 
selves to blame alone,” reminded the 
speaker. 

Iluving Just returned a few days 
ago from the big health conferqpce 
at Ottawa Dr. Young was able to re¬ 
port that the Departments of Health 
had been requested by resolution 
passed at that meeting to Institute 
Investigation into child welfare 
under the following heads: (1), pre¬ 
natal care: (2), Infant feeding: (3), 
hospital and home treatment of ma¬ 
ternity cases; (4), extension of pub¬ 
lic health nursing service; (6), In¬ 
stitutional care und its effect on 
child life; (6), factory life and its 
effect on maternity cases; (7), em¬ 
ployments most injurious to preg¬ 
nant and nursing monthers; (8). 
methods of securing co-operation of 
the societies and general public. 

Dr. Young said that statistics 
showed that In Canada the average 
mortality per annum was 100 per 
thousand as -against 30 per thousand 
in New Zealand, the country which 
had the best health record in the 
world td-day. 

Moving Pictures. 

Motion pictures of an educational 
character were furnished by Dr. 
Young at last night’s session illus¬ 
trating two important lessons, the 
necessity for Infant welfare educa¬ 
tion and that mother’s tnilk is best 
for the baby. 

Lantern slides also graphically 
illustrated tha story of “Care of a 
Child's Teeth,” us told by Dr. Tan¬ 
ner. 

The importance of the temporary 
teeth and their condition, to the sec¬ 
ond—and permanent—teeth $nd their 
condition, was eipphasized. Neglect 
of a single temporary molar might 
derange and malform the whole 
mouth, injure the powers of musti- 
catlon and the child’s health through 
being responsible for bad placing of 
the other teeth and consequent de¬ 
caying of the walls, cavities, pockets 
holding fermenting food, and gen¬ 
eral uncleanness. 

"Don’t leave the cleaning of teeth 
to the child of six or seven, or even 
the child of ten," urged Dr. Tanner. 

Earlier in the evening a short ad¬ 
dress was given by Mrs. Chalmers 
of Thrums, who spoke on the part 
women were playing in agricultural 
production and mixed farming. 
Women in her district and else¬ 
where playing a big part In better¬ 
ing living conditions by increasing 
the production of good food. 

Mrs. McGregor and Mrs. McFad- 
den enlivened the proceedings with 
recitations, and were warmly ap¬ 
plauded.

J. Bruce Walker Here to Form 
Association of Farm Lands 
Association Settlement 


With a view to encourage settle¬ 
ment of agricultural lands in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment is arranging through the De¬ 
partment of Immigration and Coloni¬ 
zation for the creation of Farm 
Lands Settlement Associations. 

While auoh bodies have already 
been established In the three prairie 
provinces, the lack of an organi¬ 
sation of this character now brings 
J. Bruce Walker, Commissioner for 
the Department of Immigration, to 
to Victoria. Mr. Walker has already 
made inquiries in Vancouver, and 
now desires to set up for Vancou-_ 
ver Island what he has planned on 
the Lower Mainland. 

“We have in mind." he stated to 
The Times last evening, “a body 
which will bring the land purchasers 
from the United States in touch with 
the agents and owners of land for 
sale In British Columbia. At that 
stage the functions of the Govern¬ 
ment cease, as it then becomes a 
private transaction. With the large 
Immigration of desirable American 
farmers into Western Canada, the 
Department is in receipt of num¬ 
erous inquiries which can be far 
better unswered by the men In di¬ 
rect touch with the land than by any 
departmental official who knows 
only the general situation. The ne¬ 
cessary local information is possess¬ 
ed by the owner or realty agent, and 
to him the prospective purchaser 
should be sent direct. 

"We have been able to turn over 
a large number of inquiries weekly 
to the existing associations on the 
prairies, and we have numerous ap¬ 
plications from our American agen¬ 
cies for land in this province. After 
securing the necessary preliminary 
Information I propose to get In touch 
with various interests by mail, 
and later hold a conference at which 
the expediency of an organisation 
can be discussed. If It is formed, 
then the secretary receives the in¬ 
formation, and distributes the' In¬ 
quiries by rotation among the mem¬ 
bers.** 

Mr. Walker has Just come from a 
tour through the central interior of 
this province, and finds a great deal 
of settlement progressing right 
through from Haselton to Prince 
George. “One firm at the latter place 
told me they had sold 5.060 acres of 
land to settlers in tbs past sea-

8lr Henry L. Drayton, the new Fed¬ 
eral Minister of Finance, will >arrivt 
In Victoria next Tuesday and will 
speak here on the 1912 Victory Loan, 
it was announced at Loan Headquar¬ 
ters here this morning. 

Immediately on receiving Informa¬ 
tion regarding the arrival of the 
Finance Minister, the heads of the 
local bond drive set about securing a 
suitable hall at which Sir Henry 
could deliver an address on the Loan. 
These arrangements, it Is expected, 
will be completed within the next 
few days. f 

Sir Henry Drayton Is touring 
Western Canada in the Interest of the 
new Victory Loan, and in this way is 
following the example of Sir Thomas 
White, former Minister of Finance, 
who came to the West during the 1918 
loan campaign. Unfortunately Sir 
Thomas was unable to proceed as far 
as the Island, but his successor has 
included Victoria in his itinvary. 

Sir Henry's visit next week will be 
the first he has paid to the West since 
he assumed the Finance Portfolio. He 
visited the city frequently, however, 
as Chairman of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners. 


Sir Henry was born in Kingston, 
OnL, In 1999. He was admitted to the 
Bar in Ontario In 1991, and at once< 
entered in the practice at his profes¬ 
sion. He became assistant City So¬ 
licitor for Toronto in 1893. In Sep¬ 
tember. 1900, he went into partner¬ 
ship with Charles J. Holman. K.C. In 
January, 1904, he was appointed 
County Crown Prosecutor for the 
County of York and held this office 
until November, 1909, when he re¬ 
signed to resume practice of law with 
Charles J. Holman.

land Women's Institutes, now assem¬ 
bled here. Dr. Warnock did not 
j mince his words in his criticism of 
! the alleged laxity, attending the con¬ 
duct of Women's Institutes, and some 
j of his remarks were warmly chol- 
' lenged by delegates to the conference. 

I After a long discussion the meeting 
| ended amicably, however, and Mra 
i P. McNaughton's motion that the 
deputy-minister M be thanked for the 
courageous way in which he haa 
told us our faults to our face” was 
passed with acclaim by the meeting. 

Diversion of Funds. 

Reminding the delegates that the 
problems of peace and reconstruc¬ 
tion required as much serious con¬ 
sideration and earnestness as the 
problems of war, Dr. Warnock urged 
the Institutes to conserve their funds 
and to avoid wastage. Speaking of 
the laxity of some public bodies in 
handling monies subscribed by ths 
public he referred to a “certain body 
of women” who had held a tag day 
for a certain purpose and had since 
diverted some of the proceeds to the 
purchase of a wedding present for 
a member of the organisation.
